In the 1968 presidential eiec- 
tion, Alabama Governor Geroge 
Waliace polled 13 million votes — 


46 electoral votes — under the 
banner of the American 
independent party It was the 


strongest showing in recent years 
by a minor - party candidate 
Now, Libertarian gubernatorial 
candidate Ed Clark believes the 
voters of California will reject the 


id f the “two - party only” 
System, and vote for him 
November 7. 


“The two - party system has . 


grown out of motherhood and ap- 
ple pie,” Clark said. “The people 
are turned off by the two parties 
since less than half of them vote 
New parties (like the Libertarian 
party) present new issues, and new 
perspectives, and that encourages 
participation by additional 
segments of the population.” 

“The Democrats tend to be 
fairly good on civil rights issues, so 
they want a small amount of civil 
liberties control,” said Clark. “The 
Republicans tend to advocate 
small government in respect to the 
tax structure.” The two major par- 
ties are also coming closer to each 
other in their platforms, Clark 
added 

“You'll find within the Democ- 
ratic party, anything you want to

“You can find the same in 
the Republican party. They're 
eclectic.” 

According to Clark 
“Republican politicians 
traditionally blame inflation on 
greedy labor, big labor, while the 
Democrats blame _ inflation on 
greedy businessmen.

This is an analysis of Propositions 7 and 8, which 
will appear on the November ballot information in 
this analysis was drawn from the California Voters 
Pamphiet, compiled by Secretary of State March 
Fong Eu. State Hornet staff writer Rick Barram 
analyzed the pamphiet so that the issues will be clear 
at a glance 


Proposition 7: Death Penalty 


Proposition 7, the murder, penalty, initiative 
statute changes and expands categories of first 
degree murder for which penalties of death or con- 
finement without possibility of parole rnay be im- 
posed; changes minimum sentence for first degree 
murder from life to 25 years to life. Increases penalty 
for second degree murder. Prohibits parole of con- 





victed murderers before service of 25 or 15 year 
terms, subject to good - time credit 


Proposition 7 
would increase 
&y the penalties for 

first and second 
degree murder, 
expand the list of 
special cir- 
cumstances requiring asentence of either 
death or life imprisonment without the possibility of 
parole, and revise existing law relating to mitigating 

or aggravating circumstances.

City pressure 
on sex shops

The Sacramento City Council, pressured by 
citizens’ complaints, has recognized the need for 
regulation of adult entertainment establishments 
since proliferation has reached mounting concern. 

There are at least 50 massage parlors, 12 aduit 
arnusement arcades, and roughly five to seven adult 
theatres within the Sacramento city limits. Ap- 
proximately two - thirds of the parlors are located in 
the downtown district, while others occupy the 
southern section.

in July, the council enacted an emergency or- 
dinance that stymied establishment of any new 
operations. The four - month moratorium which ex- 
pires in November is to be followed by a strict 
measure regulating land - use development. 

Said John Roberts, councilman for the downtown 
district, “We have no say as to the quality of the 


business, that is a police matter. However, we do 
have a say as to quantity -- how many operations 
and how close to each other in a given area.” 
The ordinance under review restricts those 
businesses to be at least 1,000 feet — or three city 
blocks — from residential and farm areas, churches, 
schools, parks, and playgrounds. Each adult es-

tablishment must also be 1,000 feet from any similiar 
operation. 

City planner Marty Danuyn estimates that two - 
thirds of existing operations will be deemed non - 
contorming. Uniess the adult establishments con- 
form to the new zoning 7equiremenis by relocating 
they will be forced to terminate operations in two

it seems a smaii group of in- 
dividuals became infuriated by the 
board's decision to spend $100 of 
taxpayers money to fight initiative 
15 in the courts. The initiative 
would legalize the dumpage of raw 
sewage into the waters of public 
pools and close the county's water 
treatment plant. This smali angry 
group reasoned that the board had 
No right to go against the will of the 
people — the initiative had been 
passed last Spring in a speciai 
election just because the 
members saw the health and safety 
of the public endagered. 

Clowns for Recall, a citizens 
group of about six peopie, was 
spearheaded by three individuals: 
Alan Ask, Jim Sheepish, and 
Eunice Unmeliow. The three dis- 
cribe themselves as family peopie 
who are genrally uninterested in 
politics, uninvolved with com- 
munity activities and unconcerned 
with current issues — “just your 
typical, every day apathetic, 
ignorant, boob tube - educated 
clone,” the affiable Sheepish says 
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But things have now changed 
Now they're pissed, upset you 
might s*v, and they've decided 
that for once, they're going to do 
more than just bad mouth their 
spouse or shout at the kid's dog. 

Ask, Sheepish, and Unmetiow 
have actively initiated a drive to 
recall the board members 
collecting the needed 18 
signatures to force a recall elec- 
tion.

SAN FRANCISCO — Bob Mat- 
tos breathed a huge 3igh of relief 
Saturday afternoon Then he gave 
his wife a big kiss 

| think we finally got the 
monkey off our back,” said Mattos 
after ni: .SUS Hornets snapped a 
17 game winless streak, holding on 
to edge San Francisco State 
University, 13-10, in a Far Western 
Conference football game before 
1.312 stunned fans here at Cox 
Stadium 


This is probably the most im- 
portant win in my 15 years of 
coaching,” Mattes said 

Especially when considering 
there are players at CSUS who 
have never tasted victory in more 
than a year and a half 

And although it wasn't the most 
impressive showing by Sac- 
ramento, the Hornets played with a 
cunning desire on defense that not 
only proved effective, but rendered 
outstanding results, despite what 
Statistics might reveal.

Libertarian favorable 
on marijuana, tuition

the problem.” 

“The Libertarian view" also in- 
cludes the legalization of the use 
and sale of marijuana. “We want to 
repeal all laws that prohibit the 
sale, usage and cultivation of mari- 
juana,” said Clark 


“The drugs of my generation 
are nicotine, alcoholic beverages, 
and caffeine,” said Clark. “But | 
don't propose to control what 
another generation uses." 
However, as far as a political issue, 
marijuana is the only drug the 
Libertarian party has commented 
on in its platform. 

Clark termed the Libertarian 
party “an individual rights party. 
It's asmall government party.” One 
of the stands the Libertarians are 
taking, Clark noted, is to abolish 
the draft. Even though the military 
is currently run on a volunteer - 
only basis, Clark said that 
Congress, in unison with the 
Defense Department, is hoping to 
bring back the draft. 


“People in both the Senate and 
the House of Representatives are 
holding a series of hearings: 
(together with armed forses com- 
mittees),” Clark said, “to try and 
discredit the voluntary army... 
and pave the way for (the) re - in 
troduction. of military conscrip- 


tion.” 

_| According to Clark, “because 
the hawke and the conservatives in 
the Congress can't get Libertarian 
votes, the only way they can get it 
through is to sign up the liberals. 
Then, instead of getting universal 


military conscription, they can get 
universal conscription.” 

Clark explained what he meant 
by “universal conscription.” He 
said, “Everybody, when they getto 
be 18 (years old), has to serve a 
year or two. But you can have your 
choice of whether you want to 
serve the poor at home, or serve 
the military at home and abroad.” 

Clark stated the “universal 
conscription” idea will serve the 
needs of “paternalistic liberals and 
conservatives.” “Coercive, low - 
paid social service is attractive to 
paternalistic liberals, and coercive, 
low - paid military service is at- 
tractive to paternalistic conser- 
vatives.” 

Clark also favors tuition “ona 
limited basis,” which includes the 
California State University and 
Colleges system, and CSU Sac- 
ramento. “|! think a system where 
upper - income parents start pay- 
ing for their children first is more 
desirable.” By “upper - income,” 
Clark said he meant $20,000 
or more a year.” 

At Cosumnes River Coliege 
Friday Clark said he favors 
“abolishing the state (six percent) 
sales tax.” By doing so, C'ark 
added, “the consumer willbe more 
prosperous, and in turn buy more 
gocds.” Clark also predicted a 
“sever to ten billion dollar surplus 
in June, 1980," despite the 
proposed cut in the sales tax. 

The State Homet was granted 
an exclusive interview Friday with 
Ed Clark, a Los Angeles attorney 
who is running for Governor on the 
Libertarian party ticket.

The Boys From Brazil opens

There is right, there 1s wrong 
Everyone fits cosily into one of the 
two categories Gregory Peck is 
the Nazi doctor famous for his ex- 
periments on living humans 
Laurence Olivier is the aging Jew 
who has dedicated his life to br- 
inging Nazi criminals to justice He 


Frothy western tells story of 
scruffy outlaw, prissy lady 


Jack Nicholson's latest venture 
is a western Comedy - romance. !f 
that label makes Goin’ South 
sound a little Disneyish, be as- 
sured that Nicholson's direction 
has created engaging human in- 
dividuals, not the cloying 
characters devoid of reality that 
Disney is famous for 

Henry Moon (Jack Nicholson), 
sentenced to hanging for bank 
robbery, learns that any criminal 
short of a murderer can be saved 
from the noose if a local woman 
will marry him. (Apparently there 
is a terrific shortage of eligible 
bachelors.) 

Moon sweet talks the hanging 
audience and is rewarded by an 
offer of marriage from a sixty - year 
- old granny who promptly drops 
dead from all the excitement. Then 
Julia Tate, the sheriff's turned - 
him - down - ten - tires girlfriend, 
agrees to marry Moon. And so it is 
the unlikely marriage of a scruffy 
outlaw and prissy lady that makes 
up the main plot of Goin’ South. 

The question of why Julia 
would marry Henry is soon 
answered. The new Mrs. Moon

owns a detunct gold mine which 
nad better produce soon or she will 
lose her farm to the raijroad. Julia 
wants Moon to work the mine but 
that is the extent of his duties 

Moon, however, is attracted to 
Julia's fragile but shapely form and 
is forced into the position of 
attempting to seduce his wife 
After devouring half a_ boiled 
chicken, he licks the grease on his 
beard and mustache and leers, 
“Howz about a little dee - sert?” 
Julia does not respond 

Nicholson's casting of 
unknown Mary Steenburger as 
Julia Tate is perfect. She is soft - 
spoken but stubborn, prudish but 
pretty. We know that Julia is going 
to succumb to Moon's crude 
charm but she makes the transfor- 
mation believabie 

John Belushi plays the Animal 
House slob again only this time he 
“speaks Mexican.” With his gleam- 
ing gold tooth and huge gut he’s 
hilarious even when he has no 
lines. 

Goin’ South is a fair, genuinely 
likeable movie.

The first set of executions takes 
place in Sweden, Engiand, Ger- 
many and America. This gives 
director Franklin Schaffner a 
chance to photograph gorgeous 
landscapes al! over the world. The 
cinematography is magnificent 

The film is characterized by 
counterpoints. Dr Mengele is 
always perfectiy attired in gleam- 
ing white suits, and he lives in ex- 
otic, colorful Brazi!. The doctor is 
in outstanding health for a man in 
his sixties 

Lieberman (Olivier), on the 
other hand, is a frail, sickly man 
who lives in a dreary, run - down 
apartment with his sister. His eyes 
water and his voice is a lilting 
whine. Leiberman dresses in worn, 
dark clothes. He is the exact op- 
posite of the doctor 

The little humor in the film is 
provided by Olivier’s “What, me 
worry?” attitude toward his lifes- 
tyle and health, and the smart - ass

Some of the best humor is 
unintentional.

Dreyfuss’ “The Big Fix” suffers 
from thematic schizophrenia 


Richard Dreyfuss made the big 
mistake when he accepted the role 
of Moses Wine in The Big Fix 
Perhaps Dreyfuss considered it a 
challenge to try to make a film 
goer's silk purse out of a film 
maker's sow’s ear Dreyfuss is 
much like Dustin Hoffman was in 
Straight Time and Marathon Man 
— a good actor in a poor movie 

The plot of The Big Fix, what 


there is of it, is loosely woven and 
concerns a private detective with a 


joving but - divorced - father 
image, a murder, a bitchy ex - wife 
a long - lost love, a kidnapping, a 
social commentary on what has 
happened to the student activists 
of the ‘60s and a Best Products 
training consultant 

It seems the writer couldnt 
decide which theme to settle an, so 


he just threw them all together into 
a jumbled, confused hour and 45 
minutes. There :sn't any thorough 
development of the theme Out of 
all these elements only Dreyfuss 
part shines through 

Wine is a credible character 
who is a product of the student ac- 
tivist days of the 60s Evidently 
this cannot be attributed to the 
talent of the writer or the director 
but rather to the unending talentof 
Richard Dreyfuss as Moses Wine 
Wine’s personality is well sculpted 
by Dreyfuss. Traces of Wine’'s 
radical lifestyle of years past are 
evident in his old Volkswagen 
convertible which sports abumper 
sticker that says Support 
Women's rights: let him sleep on 
the wet spot,” and scenes of the

Another example of uninten- 
tional humor is when the doctor, 
furious at a fellow Nazi, lapses into 
a Jimmy Cagney “Listen, you dirty 
rat,” imitation complete with jab- 
bing gestures. It is extremely dis- 
tracting. 

Olivier and Peck give excellent 
portrayals of driven men, each 
ready to die for his cause. Both 
have the steely determination to 
keep on going no matter how great 
the effort, and Olivier is at his best 
when he sheds his fragile facade 
and delivers a choice few lines that 
show the depth of his torment and 
never - to - be healed hurt. 

The Boys From Brazil has one 
insurmountable probiem: the plot 
is impossible. No one will be con- 
vinced that 94 clones of Hitler are 
living in Europe and the Western 
Hemisphere. And without that 
mental twinge of terror that this 
event could happen, and might be 
happening, the film loses its ability 
to frighten. By the time you leave 
the theater your thoughts are 
focused or your ability to 
maneuver through the snaried traf- 
fic in the parking fot.

Proposition 7 basically would expand the man- 
datory prison terms for convicted murderers and 
would also expand and modify the list of special cir- 
cumstances which would require either the death 
penalty or life imprisonment without possibility of 
parole Some of the special circumstances include 
murder involving concealed explosives, murder in- 
volving particularly heinous. atrocious. or cruel ac- 


tions. murder based on the victims race. religion 
nationality. or country of origin, and others which 
range from poisoning to evading capture by peace 
officers The fiscal impact on the state would be 
thus due to longer prison terms, the population of 
the state's prisons would increase, but also by in- 
creasing executions the costs would be partially 
offset, but not to a significant degree The 
Department of Corrections states that a smal! 
number of inmates can be added to the prison 
system at a cost of $2.575 per inmate per year 

Supporters of Seven include John V Briggs. state 
senator of California's 35th district: Donald H 
Heller, Attorney at Law. former Federal Prosecutor 
and Duane Lowe. president, California Sheriffs’ As- 
sociation. Sheriff of Sacramento County 

Prop 7 supporters state “Even if the President of 
the United States were assassinated in California 
his killer would not receive the death penalty insome 
circumstances 

Opponents to Prop 7 include Maxine Singer 
President, California Probation, Parole and Correc- 
tional Association and Nathaniel S Colley, board 
member, National Association for the Advancement 
of Colored Peopie 

They state that the new law proposed by Prop 7 is 
written carelessly and creates problems instead of 
solving them Also, regardiess of the proponents 
claim, no death penalty law — neither Proposition 7 
nor the current California law — can guarantee the 
automatic execution of ail convicted murderers, let 
alone suspects not yet apprehended 


Anti - 7 supporters state that “This is the kind of 
law that wastes taxpayers money” by putting coun 
ties to the expense of capital trials in many cases 
where the death penalty is completely inap- 
propriate To add to the waste. Proposition 7 re- 
Quires two or more jury trials in some cases where 
present law requires only one 


Proposition 8: Property taxation 

Proposition 8, the property taxation amenament 
provides that real property reconstructed after a 
disaster, as declared by the Governor. shal! not be 
considered ‘newly constructed” for property tax 
purposes 'f the fair market value of such property. as 
reconstructed, is comparab'ie to its fair market value 
prior to the disaster Authorizes reduction in full 
Cash value of real property for property tax purposes 
to reflect substantial damages, destruction or other 
factors Causing a decline in value 

In the absence of a major disaster. the adoption of 
this proposal would have a minor impact on iocal! 
property tax revenues statewide It should have no 
significant impact on state revenues or costs 

This proposal specifies that real property which is 
reconstructed after a disaster shall not be 
reassessed at its new market value ifitisinadisaster 


area, as proclaimed by the Governor. and its value is 
comparable to the fair market value of the original 
property priorto the disaster This would preventthe 


assessed value off such property from being in- 
creased by more than the 2 percent annual inflation 
factor 

Proposition 8 was passed unanimously in both 
houses of the legislature

of Proposition 13 

The supporters state the purpose of this measure 
is to further the intent of Proposition 13 by easing the

We don't feel that they have 
written it very fairly,” said Jones,

criteria. Simply, said Danuyn, “They may not have 
the places they want to go to.” However, he did say 
there are still compatible relocation areas 

There are only five massage parlors and five 
“porno shops” within the county Getting a business 
license, under regulatory control, is tough. The Sac- 
ramento County Sheriff's Department — the 
monitoring body — reviews all preliminary ap- 
plications before issuance to an adult es- 
tablishment. And that can be denied under 
reasonable grounds 

In the city we have a dumb way of getting a 
business certificate,” said Roberts. “All you do is go 
down and plunk out your money and you get it. It's 
amazing how people can practically open up any 
business 

The city issues a business tax certificate, which is 
basicaily a revenue generating method, and not 
regulatory, said Thompson 

He added, “In addition to this, yOu also nave to 
comply with any codes applicable to the type of 
business Some businesses must file a permit (an 
application prior to receiving the certificate). When 
this condition exists in a lot of incidences. you're 
checked out by the police Dance halls and card 
rooms are two examples. But for massage parlors, 
no 

Adult bookstores aren't checked either. unless 
they want to add more movie projection booths 
Over three booths requires an arcades license, thus 
Stipulating police review and regular investigations 

So, as it is, massage parlors have an “open 
license, therefore a contributing factor in 
proliferation. And the only way to close them down 
is when they over - extend their grounds, such as 
allowing prostitution in parlors, which is controlled 
under the Red Light Abatement Law of 1913 

Apart from the zoning ordinance, the city plan- 
ning staff is drafting a licensing ordinance which will 
give the city police responsibility to overlook 
preliminary application requests. it should be before 
the council by the end of the year 

There is no distinguishable influx pattern for 
massage parlors. The police say “they go in and out 
daily.” They aren't a long - term investment. Two 
years is considered stable 

“Let's say ten years ago there were probably very 
few,” said Sgt. Roy, administrative assistant to the 
Chief of Police. “And if there were, it was probably a 
hush - hush deal. Then a couple of years later it just 
Started, and then about five years ago it started to 
take firm hold. That's basically where we are now.” 

A vice detective said, “The sex trend today is ex- 
ploited now more than ever.” 

The District Attorney's office says parlors are 
another guise for prostitution. Based on their inves- 
tigations, it is estimated 90 percent are fronts, said 
Fred Schroder. In their war with pariors, in the last 
year alone, 18 have been closed, seven voluntarily 

As stated in the zoning ordinance, concentration 
of adult entertainment establishments tend to create 
a "skid row atmosphere.” Clusters tend to 
“downgrade” surrounding business areas and 
neighborhoods. It is argued that such es- 
tablishments invite “undesirables.” 

Roberts escalated the “x - rated issue” when he 
received a petition from his constituents voicing 
their opposition in regards to the expansion of an 
adult bookstore into an arcade at 8th and L Streets. 

The City Council concurred with Roberts 

During the summer Roberts went to the Chamber 
of Commerce to show what the council intended to 
do. He received a draft from the city attorney, but “it 
was absolutely unacceptable. It didn't do what we 
wanted it to do,” he said. The first zoning draft 
proposed 300 feet, which was “meaningless.” There 
would have been very little affect, Roberts said. 

The 8th and L establishment which applied for a 
license was denied by the police. The owner 
appealed to the council, resulting in a public hearing 
whereby attorney Mike Coder was appointed hear- 
ing examiner. 

The police cited two grounds for denial: a 


business “of this type intended to serve only to in- 
crease police problems in the area,” and the second 
factor were “letters of protest” their office received. 

The appellant was granted his license when 
Coder saw that “no cause had been established to 
justify denial.” His decision was based on the fact 
that the business had no criminal background, and 
that no one was able “to demonstrate how” the jicen- 
sing would adversely affect the Public's weil - being. 

The aforementioned case acted as the catalyst to 
the ordinance invoking the interest of city 
lawmakers. ‘ 

“The only way the police would be able to deny 
application is if someone had a criminal 
background,” said Sgt. Cook of city police 
intelligence. “Also, all the residents within a 1,000 
feet of the proposed location would be notified of 
intent to open. Then if we receive letters of protest, 
and if the negative outweighs the postiive, then we in 
turn would deny the request.” 

“People feel you're denying the guy a right to 
make a living,” he added. “And in this day and age 
this seems rather important, no matter what type of 
business it is.” 

“They always look to me like ... 1 don't 
understand what keeps them in business, because | 
never see any Customers going in or out of there,” 
said Assemblyman Leroy Greene, sixth district 
(where most of this activity is going on). “I can't 
understand what keeps them alive, you know. Again, 
I'm kinda baffled. | want to gay, ‘Hey ,

Mysteries behind closed doors 


Lure of massage parlors beckons to faithful clientele 


Her name is Robin. She is 32 years old. Shes 
worked in parlors for three years. The following are 
her insights 

“There are lots of people out there in the world 
who need to be touched They need to be 
emotionally satiated, if nothing else. For some. the 
physical aspect has very little to do with why they 
return” 

“l once had a customer | had to disassemble and 
reassemble after the massage. | had to give him a 
body shampoo because he could not get into the 
shower. His legs were nothing but plastic and meta! 
Pads and braces’ 

According to Robin, parlors nave a different pur- 
pose than their counterparts, other adult es- 
tablishments. Adult movies. bookstores, and ar- 
cades entice frustration, while pariors have 
therapeutic value The parlors release tension and 
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induce relaxation 

“But massage can be sensual and seductive, and 
can lead to a sexual act, but by the current confines 
of the law it cannot without becoming prostitution.” 

“When you're in the same room together and 
nude, the girl isn't always nude, but the Customer is 
most always, he is vulnerable and his facade is on 
the chair — he can be anybody he wants. The cus- 
tomer is a total stranger, and I'll never overlap in his 
life. It's like a permission session.” she explained 

When a girl is hired, she unknowingly becomes a 
part of a nooking process. if you don't play for the 
extras (sexual solicitation), you starve. 

“Initially, you love the business,” Robin said. “but 
before you know it you are financially plugged into 
the business.” 

“After three weeks | finally realized that one girl 
working there had customers lining up, and it wasn’t 
because of her sweet smile. She was counting her 
money in twenties while | was counting mine in 
fives.” 

The hooking process doesn't force, it invites 

On the average, a masseuse makes about $800 a 
month. Others, depending on their looks and per- 
sonality, can bring in $1,000 to $2,000. And fora six -

Protection differentiates Parlors from on - the -

Robin explained. “Although | do believe the girl has 
a lot of contro! of the situation in the room She 
aimost has as much freedom as the Quy does — she 
can play it anyway she wants to Aithough she does 
have to remember the sexual act again when the guy 
returns" 

According to Robin a masseuse builds up a 
faithful clientele 

‘| see the same people this year that | saw last 
year and the year before.” Robin said They may 
look for a new girl when you're gone. but if you 
return they'll be back 

“lve certainly learned compassion if nothing else 
in this business. The human condition is not always 
perfect. You have to learn to flow with a lot of 
different things attitudes and feelings People 
need to know they are okay ” 

According to Robin's experiences, the following 
classifies the kind of people who visit parlors 

~Curiosity - seeking youth “They are not there 
out of actual need.” 

—Returnees: ones who are no longer involved 
with women. They are widowed, divorced or have 
Just had hard times. They range from 50-80 years 
old 

~The older gents: the bulk of the business. age 
50-65. They're usually retired, bored and lonely 
“They come into the parlor not necessarily thinking 
there will be asex act. They are just interested in get- 
ting into a relationship with a younger woman for 30 
minutes or so 
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I've certainly learned compassion if 
nothing else from this business. The 
human condition is not always perfect. . . 
people need to know they are Okay. 
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—Middle - aged men: sexually - oriented relation- 
ships. “They most always want fo know how muchit 
will Cost for extras." Some would even like to meet 
Robin away from work 

In regard to health care, it is common practice 
for the women to take care of themselves. If a cus- 
tomer contacts a disease and passes it along to 
someone, a legal action can be taken. And one thing 
the girls don't want is for the public authorities to get 
involved. Such involvement also hurts business. 


Robin elaborated on a drawback to her profes 
sion personality change “When some girls come 
nto the business they get an opportunity t hange 
their name. A lot of them not only change their 
names, but end up changing their lifes 
personality changes, and their moral values ct 
For some, they get the chance to be somebody tt ey 
could never be. And if they are not kay with 
themselves already it's easy to juMp into another 
personality 

One thing that bothers Robin. since she lives an 
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undercover life, is she cannot become an intearal 
part of mainstream society 
Because of what! do. it's Catch 2: I'm dan 

if | do and I'm damned if! don't. I'm just reaily oneof 
those anonymous numbers.” she said They don't 
have statistics to cover me — | can't own anything 
without my income showing up. Can't have a bank 
account, can't have a savings account — they can be 
checked | can only put my money in a safe deposi! 
box, but my money doesn't grow 

If many parlors were forced to shut down many 
women would revert to the streets, others would 
retreat underground (some have little black books) 
while still others would activate their welfare Status 

“There would be a big influx since many of the 
girls have children to support (roughly 80 percent) 
Robin said. “Most of them married right out of 
school, have sparse educations. and Strangely 
enough, most have middle - class backgrounds 

Robin would like to see her occupation legalized 

Isn't it time society sanctioned something it likes 

so much, and has helped perpetuate? If not. then put 
it under the heading of adult entertainment, leave it 
alone, and collect their due taxes,” she said “Let 
society absorb it, so that people involved will not be 
left outside of it.” 

“If they legalize it, s many things could change 
A lot of people in the business are transients 
they're out for the fast money. A lot of the girls inthe 
business have worked the streets, are hungry, and 
are just plain hard - core. Although | don't hire that 
kind of girl, some people do,” she said 

“They (the hard - core girls) give the business a 
bad name. You see, | could get busted just as easily 
and I'm not nearly as flagrant in my behavior and at- 
titudes. But when I'm in that room | could just as 
easily be tricked. | could just as easily be put into the 
Situation to solicit.” 
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Prostitution: Is legalization feasible? 


“You'll never get rid of this problem” — Fred 
Schroeder, supervising district attorney 

“Prostitution will be here forever as long as there 
are men who patronize them” — Anne Rudin, coun- 
cilwoman. 

“I have no quarrel with legalization. | think we 
have to accept it and deal with it. | don't see any 
reason why the prostitute and the man should have 
to hang their heads. People should regulate their 
own morality” — John Roberts, councilman. 


How do. you dea! with prostitution? What alter- 
natives are there? 

Once again the oldes: profession is making 
headlines. Locally, the Sacramento City Council is 
exercising its authority to alleviate the problem. On 
the state level, according to Margo St. James 
(founder of COYOTE), one of two legislators, Arian 
Gregorio or Richard Altorres, will introduce dec- 
riminalization legisiation in 1979. Nationally, Ted 
Kennedy has introduced legislation that woutd 
make prostitution a federal offense. 

Three routes can be pursued: 

—To remain illegal: the current state law. 

—Decriminalization: no law against it, but no law 
for it. The local communities would exercise control, 

—Legalization: no law, but with certain con- 
ditions. 

State Assemblyman Leroy Greene attempted 
legalization in the early 1970's. Greene sent ques- 
tionnaires to his constituents and received a 69 per 
cent favorable response. But Greene's bill was 
defeated. 


Under Greene's plan, operations would be self - 
policing. The law he proposed would license pros- 
titutes and the premises wherein prostitution could 
be conducted. 

After licensing by the state, a prostitute would be 
required to receive a health examination 
periodically, or as often as health officials deemed 
necessary. 


“For example,” said Greene, “if the prostitute 
came down with venereal disease, the license would 
be suspended. And if you're the prostitu’e involved 
in-any illegal activities, such as narcotics or rolling 
drunks, your license is subject to suspension. And 
from that instance, none of these people could 
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“Now also, if you (landiords) want to be licensed 
a3 @ premise where prostitution is permitted that 
means you could not rent to anyone except the 
licensed prostitute, said Greene. “And you couldn't 
have any other arrangement with them other than a 
landlord - tenant relationship. The landlord could 
Not hire girls and put them in the building. You could 
not set up an old - fashioned house.” 
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Under Greene's pian the women would be in- 
dividual business persons. The landlord could only 
charge rent. 

Greene stressed, “The girls would have to watch 
each other, in the sense of Saying ‘anything that 
goes wrong, we're all in trouble.’ At the same time 
the owner says ‘I've got to watch these Prostitutes 
because if they fool around with one thing or 
another, I'm.in jeopardy’.” 

Meanwhile, Roberts said, “If you legalize pros- 
titution, you wouldn't have massage parlors. it 
would be a house of prostitution.” 

“What we ought to do,” Roberts said, “is to do 
what they do in Europe. You allow it to happen, con- 
trol it in a certain area, and everybody is free to go 
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“Amsterdam has a big red - light district,” Roberts 
added. “It's interesting because you can go in there 
in the daytime and you see no signs of it. But yet in 
the night hours it's all fired up.” 

“It's interesting, Roberts said, “because you can 
walk around without being bothered by anyone. The 
crime element is gone. The girls turn their tricks 
quickly.” ~
